new station at Third and Elm streets.

son and E. F. McFaddin, attorney for 
ether local oil men who nskcd that the 
crdinuncc be passed. 


The council also heard a petition by 


J. A. Sullivan, Steve Carrigan and 
others, asking that the proposed pur- 
chase of a $40,000 new generator for 
the municipnl light plant be postpon- 
ed, and that part of the $30,000 re- 
serve fund accumulated for the pur- 
chas. bo used to reduce light nnd 
wntcr charges lo the consumers. 


Although the council had previous- 


ly authorized the purchase, and their 
action had been vetoed by Mayor 
John Vcsey, no vote was taken to 
ovcr.ridc the veto, owing to the dis- 
covery that plant i\nd equipment pur- 
chases in a city of the first class must 
bo made with the approval of a board 
of public 
affairs, 
comprising two 


private citizens and the mayor. 


Create Board of Affairs 


Such a board had been named same 


tiiiie agoTljfir (he.'nominees, failed -1<o 
accept. The council Tuesday night 
selected Lloyd 
Spencer 
and C. C. 


Spragins to serve With the mayor as 
a board of public affairs. 


In his speech to the council, pre- 


senting a petition for lower light rates, 
Mr. Sullivan declared that while the 
Hcpo municipal plant is'charging lo- 
cnl consumers 10 cents per KWH, the 
Arkansas Power & Light Co. is charg- 
ing cities of equal size only 7 cents 
per KWH. He also said that the mu- 
nicipal plant ir, selling current to the 
.••'tgnal system ol the Missouri Pa- 
cific for 3 cents per KWH, on ii volume 
contract, and said it was his opinion 
that if the plnnt needed more equip- 
ment becauss it couldn't handle the 
present loud, the contract with the 
railroad company ought to be can- 
celled.

Child Hurt During 


Storm Succumbs 


William Earl Atteberry's 


Death Occurs 8 Days 


After Father's 


LITTLE ROCK.—William Earl At- 


tfborry, wgcd .seven, who was injured 
critically May 8 in a cloudburst which 
took the life of his father, John T. At- 
tebcrry, died ut 1:45 p. m. Monday in 
Baptist State hospital. Death was the 
result of a fractured skull received by 
Ihe child when he was blown from a 
ledge by wind which accompanied the 
rainstom. 


The tragedy, which took the life of 


the father almost instantly and re- 
sulted in death of the son eight days 
later, occurred about 3 in the after- 
noon in the vicinity of Fort Roots 
mountain. The son said later that he 
and hi sfather were standing on a 
ruck ledge when the storm broke. 
Both were blown from the ledge, the 
father falling into a stream and the 
child into a tree. 


The father's body was found about 


a half hour later in a drainage ditch 
near West Twenty-seventh iitrcet be- 
tween Pike and Railroad avenues. 
About two hours after his injury, the 
boy was found unconscious in the road 
near the back gate to the Veterans 
hospital grounds. 


At the hospital, the child told of 


having been caught in the storm. Lit- 
tle hope for the boy's recovery was 
entertained at first, but the following 
day his ccndilion had improved to 
such an extent that it was believed he 
would recover.

WASHINGTON.—(/P)—For the first 


time since national prohibition the 
Senate will express itself Wednesday 
on a proposal to legalize beer. 


An agreement was reached' Tuesday 


to vote before 2 p. m. on a plan by 
Senator Tydings, Democrat, Maryland, 
for a $1,500,000,000 public works pro- 
gram to be financed by legalizing 2.75 
per cent beer and taxing it 24 cents a 
gallon. 


The Marylander proposed it as an 


amendment to the $1,000,000,000 reve- 
nue bill, and in a two-hour speech 
urged its adoption as a means of fore- 
stalling suffering and want among the 
unemployed' next winter. 


Senator Sheppard, Democrat, Texas, 


a co-author of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment, replied that "no senator can vote 
for this amendment without violating 
his oath to suuport the constitution." 


"If we do not act now," said Tyd- 


ings, "when the snows of next winter 
fall it may be too late to act." 


Asserting that community funds will 


not be sufficient to care for the un- 
employed, he asked: 
"Will they re- 


main quiet, orderly and law abiding 
while they and their children suffer 
for the necessities of life?"

Curtis Blames Financial 
Trouble for Faked Stories 


HOPEWELL, N. J.-(^')—The offic- 


ial text of the confession of John 
Hughes Curtis, 
Norfolk 
"intermed- 


iary" in the Lindbergh case follows: 


"Made of my own hand and own 


free will. Referring to the two state- 
ments made previously by me in iv- 
gard to Lindbergh case. At the pres- 
ent time I am sane but I honestly 
believe that for the last seven or eight 
months I have not been myself due to 
financial troubles. 


"I was apparently brought back to 


my senses by my telephone conver- 
sation with my wife Tuesday after- 
noon when she told me of the troubles 
she was having and how the children 
missed me, also by conversation with 
Inspector Harry Walsh.
